Tne Constitution has never printed 
so remarkable an article as that which 
appears in another column this morning 
on the coal question. 

That a very serious famine in coal 
threatens us cannot be doubted. There 
are scores of families to-day in Atlanta 
that are suffering for the lack of fuel. 
Our most important industries suffer for 
the want of coal—are now paying two 
prices for what they do get, and are lia- 
ble to have to stop any day. 

Isn’t this a disgrace to our enterprise? 
Is it not absolute estoppal against any 
new factories, and a constant danger to 
those we now have? Is there a city of 
one half Atianta’s boasted wealth and 
eneigy and resource, that would rest un- 
der such disability, when the remedy 
waseasy and available? It must be re- 

membered that this trouble is not mere- 
ly temporary. We shall have trouble all 
the winter—and more trouble next win- 
ter—as the consumption of coal increases. 

The truth is, we cannot depend on one 
single road to deliver us our coal supply. 
Such delivery is insuflicient now, and 

will be more so as we grow. We must 
build the Georgia Western! No matter 
where we turn—to what we appeal—or 
from what we argue—that is the only re- 
lief at last. There is no longer any trou- 
ble with the charter. The Louisville and 
Nashville road will surrender it to who- 
ever will build it.
